In spite of Andover’s increasing population 
the number of births, deaths, and marriages 
remain fairly constant, the number of births, 
200, being exactly the same as for last year, 
Of the 134 oth who died, as compared 
with 142 in 1925, only three died from com- 
municable diseases, and 51 lived to be over 
seventy years of age. The number of mar- 
Hp was 97 as compared with 90 the year 
before. 


_ Unfortunately eight persons have suffered 
violent deaths; one, the result of a homicidal 
attack; one by drowning; one run over by a 
street car; one struck by a railroad train; one, 
a fall from an automobile; and two struck b: 
automobiles. The deaths from tubercul 
continues to decrease, the great white 
Fates claiming only two. Cancer showed 
ittle abatement with 17 deaths due to that 
cause. Deaths from other causes are enum- 
erated as follows: Pneumonia, 27; heart 
disease, 17;.cerebral hemorrhage, 17; arterio 
sclerosis, 12; anaemia, 2; old age, 2; menin- 
gitis, 1; tonsilitis, 1; childbirth, 1; bronchitis, 
1; influenza, 1. 3 

The grim reaper visited Andover im- 
partially every month in the year from Janu- 
ary to December, neither summer heat nor 
winter cold apparently putting undue strain 
on the vitality of this New England com- 
pate Twelve infants scarcely drew 
their breath and ten others gave up the 
struggle within the year. Three more died 
before attaining the tenth year. There were 
3 deaths between the ages of ten and twenty, 
9 between the ages of twenty and thirty, 6 
between thirty and forty, 7 between forty 
and fifty, 14 between fifty and sixty, 14 
between sixty and seventy, 37 between 
seventy and eighty, 14 between eighty and 
ninety, and 5 between ninety and one 
hundred. Of the total number 62 were men 
and 72 were women.

Bishops, priests and laymen, the Crusaders, 
will preach and confer and advise, working 
with men and women of the Church, that 
they may come to know The Way and be 
eager to walk therein. The mass meeting for 
this district will be in Lawrence on Friday 
night, February 11. Following is an outline 
of the idea: 

Preparation: 

Pray daily for the Crusade. 

Join a parish group for prayer and study, 

Place yourself unreservedly at your 
rector’s disposal, for such service as he 
will assign. 

Read the Crusade literature; become 
thoroughly informed, 

Talk about the Crusade. 

During the Crusade 

Pray daily for the success of the Crusade. 

Attend mass meetings and conferences, 

Bring others; not invite others, bring them. 
The Follow up Period: 

Pray daily that the people of the Church, 
inspired by the Crusade, may carry its 
message to the indifferent and the un- 
churched. 

Make it your business to see that your 
parish adopts a definite follow up pro- 

ram, as suggested by the National 
‘commission. 

Co-operate actively in the execution of 
that program.

Mr. Noyes, who is a man of 
affairs, returned only six weeks ago from 
Russia, where through his business con- 
nections he had an opportunity to visit not 
only schools and factories and the homes of 
the people, but also to talk personally with 
those who are helping to direct the govern- 
ment. 

It is easy to get to Russia, and easy to go 
about, said Mr. Noyes. There is no com- 
munism; everyone who works in factories 
gets graded pay and there is more piece work 
than there is in this country. ere is no 
murdering, and “no Bolshevists throwing 
people down wells” as in the lurid pictures 
which persist in the minds of many from a 
period ten years ago. The government is 
stable and in the five years since the revolu- 
tion was over a wonderful amount of de- 
tailed organization has been accomplished.

Obituary 


ALBION V. WADHAMS 


Rear Admiral Albion V. Wadhams, U. 
S. N., formerly of this town, is dead in Nice, 
France, according to word received in Eliza- 
bethtown, N. Y. He went to France several 
months ago to visit a son, William Wadhams. 
Another son, A. J. Wadhams, survives. He 
was a grandson of General Luman Wad- 
hams, one of the heroes of the battle of 
Pittsburgh. 

Admiral Wadhams entered the Naval 
academy, Sept. 26, 1864, and was graduated 
in June, 1868. He served on the Pacific 
station, 1868-9; China station 1870-3, taking 
yart in the Korean fights; was on the Pow- 
fated and Alert, 1874-5; at the Naval 
academy, 1875-8; in the Coast Survey, 1878- 
80; on the Nipsic, European station, 1880-3; 
at the Navy yard; Washington, 1884-6; on 
the China station, 1886-9; was assistant 
lighthouse inspector and member of Board 
of Inspection on merchant vessels and in- 
spection of steel for new vessels, 1889-92. 

He was on the Mohican, Pacific station, 
November, 1893-6, and was lighthouse 
inspector, Eighth district, extending from 
Mobile, Ala., to Mexico. He was command- 
ing training ship Monongahela, October 10, 
1899, to December, 1900. 

Rear Admiral Wadhams lived in Andover 
more than twenty-five years ago.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


‘An Adventure in Intelligence”’ 


__ All living is, or should be, an adventure in 
intelligence, but the words as chosen for the 
title of her lecture by Mrs. Helen Talboy, 
before the members of the November club on 
Monday afternoon, and which had stimu- 
lated the curiosity of her hearers, were ap- 
plied by the speaker to the League of Na- 
tions, 

Mrs. Talboy is a lawyer and a writer and 
has twenty-five years experience as a news- 
Reber woman. She was connected with a 
Near East unit after the war, was in Turkey 
when the Nationalist government was 
formed, in the war zone when the Greeks 
advanced on Angora, and has been at the 
Hague and Geneva. She has but recently 
returned from a trip over Europe, much of 
the ainey being made by airplane. With 
this varied experience, she s ake with rare 
intelligence and clearness of the work of the 
League of Nations, an attempt to build u 
in the world a national organization that wi 
function intelligently. 

The League of Nations is not a solution of 
roblems, but a method of getting a solution. 
We are now living in the whole world — all 

of us. We daily use products from the utter- 
most parts of the earth and if international 
trade were interrupted, unemployment and 
bankruptcy would touch everyone. Inter- 
national problems and contacts increase 
daily and Bacaets more difficult and complex, 
affecting us all. War anywherd is a danger 
everywhere. Like a little fire not put out, it 
may become a devastating conflagration. 

With fifty-six nations transacting business 
through the League, the United States is the 
only great power not to take advantage of its 
offices, remaining outside in the company 
of Russia, Turkey, Afghanistan, Mexico and 

uador. 

ts. Talboy told how the members of the 
council are chosen, how it functions and some 
of its accomplishments. Continuity of 
conference makes for progress and publicity 
makes for reasonableness. With a World 
Court it is possible to attain a maximum 
amount of cooperation among nations at 
any given time. It has been said that if 
there had been a conference of nations, there 
would have been no World war. The speaker 
contrasted the efficiency of the League of 
Nations with the old system of private 
diplomacy — with the army and navy behind 
each diplomat’s shoulder — with all its in- 
evitable limitations of information, with all 
its possibilities of secrecy and intrigue. 
The League is the scientific method of con- 
ducting diplomatic negotiations. 

In speaking of the present situation in 
Nicaragua and Mexico Mrs. Talboy pointed 
out the difficulty of obtaining sufficient in- 
formation on the situation to determine the 
best policies. The methods now employed, 
come downto us from the centuries, are them- 
selves inadequate and out of date. If the 
United States is right, our method is such 
that our rightness is not obvious to the rest 
of the world. 

A definition of justice quoted by Mrs. 
Talboy particularly pleased her hearers: 
4 Realizable justice between nations is such 
a balance of interests as to enable them to get 
along together and leave the door of friend- 
ship open.” 

Mrs. Talboy is the representative of the 
Massachusetts Branch of the League of 
Nations Non-Partisan association, and was 
presented to the club under the auspices of 
the Department of Civics.

The lecture by S. S. McClure, which was 
announced for Saturday afternoon, January 
22, has been cancelled, owing to a telegram 
which states that Mr. McClure will not land 
in this country until the 24th of the month.

Mr. Joachim graduated with honors at the 
University of Calcutta, where he was 
awarded degrees in English literature and 
philology. Subsequently, he traveled ex- 
tensively and completed his training in the 
chief intellectual centres of Europe and 
America, where he came in contact with the 
keenest minds of the day. He then entered 
the ranks of authorship and published a 
series of books on India, which received un- 
stinted praise from the reviewers and gained 
a wide circulation. j

He took fourteen cameras of all kinds and 
sizes so as to be able to photograph every 
phase of the expedition. On the 1922 ex- 

lition the films were developed on the 
journey, and many thousands of feet were 
dealt with in a tent at the foot of the Rongbuk 
Glacier, ice having to be broken and melted 
in order to obtain the necessary water for the 
solutions and the washing of the prints. 
This method did not make for good results, 
and in 1924 other and better arrangements 
were made, The exposed film was sent from 
the slopes of the mountain, carried at first 
by messengers on foot and afterwards by 
mule-transport, and then by the Indian 
Post to Darjeeling, where a $ cial labora- 
tory had been erected. Darjeeling communi- 
cated by wireless with the members of the 
Expedition, and reported on the results dis- 
closed, after development, in order that any 
faulty sections might be retaken. . 

The equipment was unusually interesting. 
Special arrangements were made to meet with 
the difficulties and dangers which were fore- 
seen, On the previous expedition the film 
camera was carried in several sections, and it 
was found impossible to bring it into action 
quickly. Quick action occasionally was im- 
perative, and so in 1924 the camera was 
concentrated in one box, so that it might be 
got ready ata moment’s notice. This appara- 
tus it was hoped would be effective to a height 
of 16,000 feet. After that the camera was 
taken out of the box and when the high climb 
up the mountain glacier was started, it was 
transferred to a specially constructed box of 
very light three-ply wood. Thus, with all 
its fittings intact it was light enough to be 
borne on the back of a native carrier oven to 
the Worth Col (23,000 ft.). At that height,

England and Canada have been 
the best markets. Exports to England, our 
best market in 1925, amounted to $873,674, 
However, England’s total imports of toys 
were value at $11,707,340 and imports from 
the United States were only 7 per cent of the 
total. In all leading world markets with the 
exception of Canada, the share of the Ameri- 
can manufacturer is small, but many firms 
are now making concerted efforts to enter 
foreign fields or to increase their foreign sales,

LOCAL MAN TOASTMASTER 


Introduces New President of Boston & 
Maine. President Hannauer Makes 
Notable Address of 115 Words 


George L. Graham of 14 William street, 
president of the Traffic Club of New England, 
was toastmaster at the banquet of the club 
in the ball room of Somerset Hotel, Boston, 
Tuesday night. 

George Hannauer, the new president of 
the Boston & Maine railroad, was the guest 
of honor and the ball room was taxed to its 
capacity to hear his initial speech which con- 
tained just 115 words. 

He was hailed by the toastmaster as a 
retiring, modest man with plenty of pluck, 
and a man who probably would not have 
anything to say about himself, his past as a 
railroad man in the West, the present con- 
cerning the road he now heads, or the future 
of that road. 

President Hannauer in his remarkable 
reply said: “Mr. Toastmaster, fellow-mem- 
bers of the Traffic club and guests, I am 
grateful indeed to you for having made all 
the speech I expected to make. I might 
merely add to it my sincere appreciation of 
this opportunity of meeting so ay mem- 
bers of our club, our New England Traffic 
Club, of which I am now happy to be a 
member. As the president has said, I hope 
for your cooperation and I hope to do my 
part in promoting the interest of the rail- 
roads of New England, the interests of the 
shippers, and in solving the problems and 
promoting the interests of this wonderful 
section of our country, Thank you very

President Hannauer made no announce- 
ment of his policy for the Boston & Maine 
which was what the great gathering expected 
to hear.

Record Year in Fish and Game Law 
Enforcement 


A marked increase in the prosecutions for 
violations of the fish and game laws is noted 
in a recent summary issued by Director 
William C. Adams of the State Division of 
Fisheries and Game covering the fiscal year 
of 1926. 

A total of 1002 cases has been presented 
to the courts during 1926 and fines totalling 
$12,961 were assessed against these violators. 
This compares with 607 cases and $9,928 in 
fines for the year 1925, 

This increase in prosecutions is the direct 
result of a policy announced by Director 
Adams earlier in the year that every effort 
would be made by him and his wardens to 
bring about a better observance of the fish 
and game laws. 

As bearing on efficient law enforcement 
service, it is pointed out that only 58 cases 
were discharged. ‘The Division is not trying 
to build up its record by prosecuting tech- 
nical and trivial cases. 

Much of the credit for this record is due to 
the splendid support that has been given by 
most of the judges throughout the common- 
wealth. It is regrettable, however, to have to 
state that in some districts the courts still 
fail to recognize the value to our people of the 
firm enforcement of the laws protecting our 
wild life. 

The penalties provided for most violations 
are small in comparison to other states, The 
greatest deterrent is the provision of law 
which automatically revokes the sporting 
or trapping license of any person convicted. 
He is barred from obtaining a new license for 
one year from the date of his conviction. A 
violator who operates without a license is 
similarly barred from obtaining a license for 
one year. 

The force is made up of a Chief Warden, 
Deputy Chief Warden, and 31 wardens 
assigned to inland districts which average 
more than 250 square miles in area. Last 
year 5 additional coastal wardens were 
added whose chief duty is to exclude the 
sublic from taking shellfish from contam- 
inated coastal areas. 

Only 21 of the 31 inland wardens are 
equipped with automobiles and the operating 
expenses per month has been limited to $50 
out of which the cost of operating the au- 
tomobile must come. 

The dangers of the wardens’ work are not 
fully appreciated by the public. The men 
must operate in isolated regions and very 
largely alone. ‘The service records contains 
many instances of wardens being assaulted 
with dangerous weapons and of other serious 
injuries received from year to year. On the 
inland force of 31 men there are 8 men who 
range in age from 60 to 69 years.

Is Cancer Increasing? 


There is good reason to believe that cancer 
is actually on the increase, according to the 
Advisory Committee on Cancer of the State 
Department of Public Health of which Dr. 
George H. Bigelow is chairman, 

In Massachusetts cancer causes 1 death of 
every 7.3 over the age of 40. This means 1 
in 9 among men and 1 in 6.3 women in this 
age group. Furthermore, it is estimated that 
this rate is increasing by 2 per cent each year. 

While some of this increase is undoubtedly 
owing to better diagnosis on the part of 
physicians and improved methods of report- 
ing, it is probable that about two-thirds of 
the increase is in actual prevalence of the 
disease. 

In spite of this rather appalling situation 
the outlook is not altogether disheartening, 
for experience has shown that the number 
of early cases to be cured can be markedly 
increased through knowledge on the part of 
the public of a few of the early signs of 
cancer, and a readiness to act upon this 
knowledge by immediate application for 
treatment in skilled hands. 

With the direct purpose in view of in- 
forming the public of these early signs the 
Stite Department of Public Health has 
la.nched a campaign for the control of 
cinesr. Personal questions are always 
velgomed at the office of the Department at 
the State House. Reading matter, too, is 

available for distribution, and speakers are 


| eady to meet groups who may be interested

o hear of the new work for the control of this 
sc ourge of modern times.

However, their eyes, noses 
and mouths wer@ sometimes embroid- 
ered. For hair they had toupees of 
yarn or hemp or small bunches of 
real hair. Their clothing was usually 
of the full-skirted variety and they 
sometimes wore sunbonnets of the 
same material as thelr dresses. One 
doll of this type is said to have pleased 
the daughters of one New Hamp- 
shire family for more than eighty 
years, and fs still In use. Of course 
{t {s a little worse for wear, but it 
may be made “new” again simply by 
recovering its face with a new plece

THE LUSCIOUS PEAC:! 

No more delicious dish for dessert 
can be served than one of sliced 
peaches with 
cream and sugar, 
When peaches are 
plentiful one likes 
to vary the method 
of serving. 

A most appetiz- 
ing ple may be 
made by baking a 
rich crust and 
when cold fill {t with sliced peaches 
well-sugared; cover with sweetened 
cream, whipped. 

A bird’s nest pudding Is another 
way of serving a peach pudding. Slice 
the peaches (those not too ripe may 
be used for this dish), cover with a 
rich biscuit batter and bake. Turn out 
inverted on a large plate, sprinkle 
with sugar, dot with butter and a 
sprinkling of nutmeg if liked and 
serve cut into ple-shaped pleces, 

Peach Pudding.—Pour a cupful of 
hot milk over a cupful of dry bread 
crumbs and let stand five minutes; 
add half a cupful of sugar, the well- 
beaten yolks of three eggs and the 
stiffy-beaten white of one. Mix well 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
firm. Heap thinly-sliced peaches well- 
sweetened over the top and cover 
with a meringue made of two egg 
whites and three tablespoonfuls of 
sugar. Cover the pudding with the 
meringue and bake a delicate brown. 

Peaches With Rice.—Cook one cup- 
ful of rice until tender, adding milk 
at the last of the cooking; season 
with butter, add sugar to sweeten, 
then pour into a hollow mold. When 
ready to serve unmold, and fill the 
center with sweetened sliced peaches, 
Serve with sugar and cream. 

Peach Chutney.—Peel three pounds 
of peaches, put them Into a saucepan 
with a pint of mild vinegar, cook un- 
til tender. Pound {fn a mortar four 
ounces of onion, two ounces of garlle, 
five ounces of fresh ginger root; add 
the peaches, six ounces of raisins, 
one ounce each of white mustard seed 
and chili peppers, and six ounces of 
sugar. Simmer for ten minutes, add- 
{ing more vinegar If needed. Bottle 
for winter use. This {s especially well 
liked by the English, though they use 
apple instead of peaches. 


Shields of Old Fighters 

Hide was the only material used for 
shields among the Indians of the 
plains; their neighbors of the South- 
west, the Pueblos, made thelr shields 
of wicker. The indigenous animals 
which afforded hide of sufficient thick- 
ness were the elk and the buffalo, In 
later times horsehide and cowhlde 
came into use, 

The introduction of firearms might 
have been expected to render the raw- 
hide shield obsolete, but the protec- 
tion afforded by {t was probably from 
very early times conceived as magical 
in nature, and the shield long con- 
tinued to be a part of the equ!pment 
of the mounted warrior armed with 
the musket or the rifle.
